The use of motion pictures for sci- 
entific observation was demonstrated 
by Dr. J. Ivan Dufur of Philadelphia, 
who exhibited reels of films taken in 
insane asylums, showing patients af- 
flicted with various diseases. 
“Go barefoot,”’ was the advice of Dr. 
R. Kendrick Smith of Boston. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Smith, the panacea for 
the American foot ia “to toe in” if one 
does not like being barefooted, as the 
natural position is to stand “pigeon- 
toed."" “No barbaric nation, not even 
China,” he declared, “approaches the 
outrageous abuse of the feet which 
Americans inflict upon themselves. 
The fashionable shoe of the day is the 
cause,” 
Dr. Harry W. Forbes of Los Ange- 
les predicted the elimination of the 
hunchback in the next generation. He 
said the deformity was due to tuber- 
culosis of the spine, which early diag- 
nosis and treatment would overcome. 
The Kansas City and California 
delegations began a brisk contest to- 
day for the next convention. 
CHEAP FRUIT THE BEST. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—Speak- 
ing of relative food values and in- 
creases in the price of foodstuffs, Dr. 
S. J. Crumbine, secretary of the Kan- 
sae State Board of Health today, ad- 
dressing a meeting at the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition, In making a plea for 
food thrift, declared that the cheaper 
grades of fruit sometimes were more 
nutritive than the choicer grades. 
“People should know,” he aaid, 
“that the food value of fruit itself, out- 
side of the syrup, is quites as hiet if 
not actually higher in the cheaper 
grades of fruit than it is in the fancy 
and higher priced fruit. 
“It occurs tc me that. at least In 
some instances, the marketing of often 
inferior grades of food in ‘ancy con- 
tainers, together with the use of bril- 
laint labels, making the article appear 
extremely attractive, ie oordering very 
closely on the prohibition tn -he law 
that foods must no* be made to ap- 
pear better thar they really are. 
“If the truth were knewn of the 
actua’ caisoric value of many of the 
fancifully-packed foods on the market 
that are widely advertised as having 
exceptional nutritive merit, their sale 
would encounter a heavy slump. 
“Probably the greatest waste in 
food products in this country occurs 
because of tmproper methods of gath- 
ering and marketing. This applies tuo 
berries. to fruits and to many vege- 
tables and notably and particularly to 
egEs. 
“It is now pretty generally accepted 
that that mysterious disease, pellagra,

With a hole through the left 
lobe of her brain, caused by a 
bullet she fired with suicidal 
intent, Miss Violet Morris, No.

BY ALFONSO XIII. 


ROYAL SPANISH HONORS FOR 


More than thirty years ago Charles 
F. Lummis was already smitten with 
the romance of the Southwest, to 
which his walk across the continent 
in 1884 had been a rather intimate 
introduction. His studies and ex- 
plorations soon led him deep into 
many frontiers and for nearly a 
quarter of a century he has been a 
recognized authority on the history, 
character and peoples of Spanish- 
America. His books have become 
standard, here and abroad, and at least 
one of them has been translated into 
French, as well as Spanish; while his 
ploneer work to preserve the Cali- 
fornia missions and the history of the 
Southwest has had international recog- 
nition. He has been honored by the 
Royal Academy of Spain and by many 
learned bodies in America. 

The King of Spain has now deco- 
rated him with the most distinguished 
order given to foreigners and one of 
the highest In the gift of the crown— 
as Comter dador con Placa de la Real, 
Order de Isabel la Catolica,” knight 
Commander, with the star of the Royal 
Order of Isabel la Catolica. 

This was the good Queen Isabella, 
Who sold her jewels to equip Colum- 
bus and. gave us our new world. That 
star is one of the most coveted in 
Spain, and has been given to few 
Americans. 

The order was founded in 1815 un- 
der the patronage of Santa Isabella, 
wife of Diniz of Portugal It was 
originally instituted to reward loyalty 
in defense of the Spanish possessions 
in America. It is now a general or- 
der of merit in three classes. The 
badge is a red-rayed cross with rays 
in the angles and in the center a rep- 
resentation of the Pillars of Hercules, 
The cross is attached to a yellow-and- 
white ribbon by a green laurel 
wreath.

Department of Agriculture Names 
a Man Whose Joh It is to See 
They're Equably Divided. 

The Imperial Valley cantaloupe has 
gained sufficient fame to be missed 
when it is not on the market. Proof 
of this is the assignment of ©. W. 
Schleusener to Brawley by the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
co-operate with the Southern Pacific 
and Pacific Fruit Exptes« in securing 
an equable distribution of the melons. 
Some weeks ago the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Pacific Fruit Fxpres« 
calied on the shippers for an idea of 
their car requirements. These reports 
are now being turned over to Mr.

ET UP ON TAXES! 

In a well-organized, properly-ordered 
family the members partake of the wealth 
thereof in practically equal shares. When 
the head of the family dies th® wealth is 
generally distributed among the survivors 
share and share alike. It is a pretty good 
philosophy. 

Los Angeles city, like other municipall- 
ties, may very well be regarded in the light 
of a family. The municipal wealth should 
be enjoyed as practically equally as that of 
the natural family. Of course here the par- 


dies. 

When things are prosperous everything 
goes beautifully along. But in dull times 
it is often difficult to- provide enough of the 
goods of the world to go around comforta- 
bly. Dull times are the exception in the 
city of Los Angeles and, being so unaccus- 
tomed to them, we perhaps know less than 
other communities about how to accommo- 
date ourselves to the lack of wealth. 

Taking classes as members of the polit- 
ical family, we find one of these represent- 
ed by the officeholders of the political body. 
These, so far as they are mere officeholders, 
are not producers of wealth but consumers 
thereof. The other class of the population 
or members of the great family toil at their 
occupations to create wealth, a part of 
which goes to support the non-producing 
members, bunched here as the officeholders. 

The wealth-producers have been very lib- 
eral to the wealthconsumers; in other 
words, the taxpayers have gone on cheer- 
fully meeeting every obligation laid upon 
them by the tax-consumers. They could do 
this easily because times were flush and 
money came easily. The taxpayers of Los 
Angeles have been particularly generous 
in their support of their city government, 
realizing that the vast growth in population 
called for corresponding outlays. The citi- 
zens have been proud of the progress made 
by the city and have not begrudged a* penny 
demanded by the officials for the support 
of the city government. 

Few people in Los Angeles are complain- 
ing yet about the stringency of the money 
market, the dullness of business and the 
difficulty of making ends meet. At the 
same time it is not so easy to meet the 
demands upon the purses of the wealth- 


allel ceases, as the political family never |

Now, friends, we are all members of the 
same family, and it is not only fair that 
you office-holders should consider the ne- 
cessities of the case «nd sympathetically 
take your places among the taxpayers who 
are to find it very difficult to meet the ob- 
ligations you demand of them to carry the 
burdens you are piling on their shoulders. 
It is really going to be very hard for many 
property-holders to meet their tax obliga- 
tions in the coming year.

HE BRITISH WAR LOAN. 
the British war loan is “the most tremen- 


has ever seen.” 

And it is already evident that it is going 
to affect the investment securities of the 
whole world. With the British Empire 
offering 4% per cent., where it hitherto re- 
garded 2% per cent. as an adequate suffi- 
ciency, British capital, which has been wont 
to support enterprises in other countries the 
world over, has been effectually persuaded 
to stay at home. ' 

Such countries as the Argentine and Bra- 


7 zil, for instance, whose railways have been 


almost exclusively maintained by British 
money, will suffer severely. This country 
is already feeling the strain. “American 
rails,” which have always held a prominent 
place in British finance, have been ex- 
changed for war-loan stock and are unlikely 
to resume their proud place among invest- 
ments in that country for many a year to 
come. But fortunately the United States 
was able to take care of the avalanche of 
sales. 

The first effect in England is in the na- 
ture of a boom, for the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has seen to it that the terms 
upon which war-loan issues may be pur- 
chased are alluring. And so long as the 
holders feel no urgent necessity to realize 
their capital, it is a satisfactory investment. 

But after the war the world will feel the 
pinch. There will be a thousand enter- 
prises crying out for capital and none will 
be available under 6 per cent., a ruinous 
figure in England, where 5 per cent. was 
considered reckless speculation a year ago. 

The terms of the war loan are 4% per 
cent., issued at par, redeemable in 1925 or 
any subsequent date to 1945. Dividends on 
the first half year will be paid December 1. 

Holders of first war-loan bonds, Consols or 
other government securities and annuities 
can convert them into new war bonds under 
certain conditions. By doubling his hold- 
ings-in these securities in the new loan, i.e., 
by purchasing $2000 in the new loan—one 
would be allowed to pay $1000 in Consols, 
exchangeable at 66%.

In the life of all the republics of his- 
tory there has come the childhood of patriot- 
ism, simplicity and public virtue; the man- 
hood of military achievement, conquest and 
power; the old age of wealth, extravagance, 
corruption and debauchery; and lastly the 
senility of decay and the silence of death. 
The republics of antiquity occupied, centu- 
ries in treading the inevitable round, but 
we live in an age of steam and electricity,

been one broken rail, one misplaced switch, 
one defective axle or wheel the pitiless | 
law of gravitation would have made bitter 
wreck of the rushing pageant of progress.

Had 
Hampden consulted his personal comfort 
and paid the seven shillings of ship-money 
the descendants of the Stuarts might still 
have reigned in England and constitutional 
liberty been a stranger to the British Em- 
pire. Had Jefferson been content to settle 
his stamp tax, and Adams been satisfied to 
drink his tea in peace, the flag of our coun- 
try might never have fluttered in the breeze. 
With a citizenship of selfish indifference 
even the loss of the republic is a possibility.

“Honor,” says ‘Montesquieu, in substance, 
“is the breath of a kingdom, and virtue the 
life of a republic.” Without the carbon of 
virtue the public will is not hard and shin- 
ing steel, but only malleable iron to be 
shaped by the hammers of despotism or 
demogoguery. Without that patriotism 
which presents a keen, watchful, aggressive 
resistance to all inroads upon the rights of 
every man, rich or poor, the time may come 
when there will be an end to “the world’s 
last hope of a free government on earth.” 

Is it not an invasion of the rights of the 
rich man to dictate to him how he shall 
manage his business and to give to officials 
the right to examine his books? Is it not 
an invasion of the rights of the poor man 
to permit a labor union to dictate to him 
for whom he may work and for how many 
hours he may work and for what wages he 
may work? 

A vote is a public trust, not a personal 
possession. The vice of nonpartisanship is 
that it substitutes partisanship of individ- 
uals for partisanship of ideas and places a 
premium on self-seeking. 

Ours is “a government of the people, by 
the people, for the people.” There is not 
a farmer who drives a plow, not a mechanic 
whose deft fingers create wealth at the 
loom or beat the music of labor upon the 
anvil; there is not a clerk in a store; there 
is not an artisan; there is not a laborer; 
there is not a man who expects, by his in- 
dustry, to acquire property or gain a live 
Mhood for his family who is not interested— 
directly, earnestly, vitally interested—in 
keeping the standard of American patriot- 
ism full high advanced and who ought not 
to ask himself as he approaches the polls, 
How can I vote so as to promote, not so 
much the interest of individuals, but also the 
best interests of my country, my State and 
my nation?

O OUR wise men whd are shaping our 
destinies — do the American people 
generally — understaijd that we are 
moving head-on to a colligign with-the Teu- 
tonic powers? 
Doubtless there is a cohgiderable section 
of our people, including many men of light 
and leading, who see it clearly enough and 
do not shrink from the’¢onclusion. The 
terrible efficiency of the German war me- 
chine, the relentless, tle “frightfulness” 
with which it pursues its ends, have cre 
ated in such minds the ession, which 
has come to dominate the British public, 
that Germany must be troyed in order 
that our western civilization may live, and 
that it is a craven thing for us to stand 
aside and let the allies fi 
us. To them must be addi 
people, also a considerable. number, who 
believe that, with nationd @s with individ- 
uals, the only possible retort to a blow is 
an answering blow, a groaiy whose indigna- 
tien at the wanton destruction of the Lusi- 
tania has flamed up into a qarlike rage. 
Now it is clear that the President and the 
bulk of the American le are in neither 
of these classes. Shocked &s we have been 
by the savagery of Germhty’s warfare, re- 
solved as we are that thésacred rights of 
neutrals and of humanity ‘which have be- 
come enthroned in the pijblic conscience 
and embodied in the pubiieJaw of the civ- 
lized world shall be prpserved inviolate 
for future generations, we dae prepared 


to accept the conclusion, that it is either 
necessary or desirable fot Ws to throw our- 
selves into the arena of tld war. 

We are not a peaceatany-price people. 
We have not become enefvated by our long 
years of peaceful living agd striving. If 
war were the only way—ay, if it were the 
better way—of safeguarding the rights for 
which we are contending, we should not 
shrink from it.

Let none of our flery spirits accuse us of 
eowardice, if we reckon up the probable 
eonsequences of war with,Germany.

Accordingly the! flote which has 
just been dispatched to Bériin is just what 
we vere waiting for—a riiging utterance, 
in nobie language, reaffirmigg our position 
and making it clear that airepetition of the 
“grave and unjustifiable volations” of the 
rights of American citizems' of which Ger- 
many has been guilty willigot be tolerated 
by our government. One c&gpot but wonder 
if the American public kno®# what it means 
to charge a friendly powe® to its face with 
the commission: of “illeggl and inhuman 
acts,” to declare that its: conduct, if per- 
sisted in, would constitutejan unpardonable 
offense, to announce that?§ repetition of 
such acts must be regardefl. by our govern- 
ment as “deliberately wnhfriendly.” Our 
friends in Europe are undér no illusion as 
to the probable effect of Ii this. “Diplo- 
matic war.” they call it In: England, and 
say that “it cannot go on; for long and 
must force the nation to fake up arms in 
earnest.” 

Happily, if Germany so #iiis, the door is 
still open for an adjustmépt of the trou- 
ble. Some friendly power Iiay take advan- 
tage of The Hague converitjon for the pa- 
cific settlement of internatiggal disputes and 
“tender its good offices or Biediation to the 
states at variance.” Or Dur government 
may act on the German suggestion to deal 
with Great Britain's violating of our rights 
as neutrals and so furnish; tp the imperial 
government an opportunity fo abandon its 
illegal submarine warfare. » Or, better still, 
perhaps, a conference of powers might 
be convoked to deal with the whole ques- 
tion of neutral versus bélligerent rights 
and either make a new adjgstment of the 
rules of international law to ‘what the Pres- 
ident has called “the extraérdinary condl- 
tions created by this war,”, or bring to the 
support of our diplomacy the public opinion 
of the civilized world. ee 

Surely, unless our statesrpanship is bank- 
rupt, as that of Europe p itself to be 
just a year ago, we shall fibd a way out of

As a boy I splashed in the 
surf at Bootle, Liverpool, where to- 
day are masiive docks, for these 
days some dreamers, like myself, con- 
ceived the plan of, ships delivering 
goods in Manchester's business center. 
The job cost much money but the 
enhanced value of the property not 
only along the canal’s border but to 
the entire city made the cost a 
‘splendid investment. 

Not only could ships ascend with 
remarkable ease by: the orthodox sys- 
tem of locks, but the water confined 
in the canal could easily be made 
available for irrigation purposes along 
its shores. 

Mentally I can see greater Los 
Angeles embrace Pasadena, Alhambra, 
and other towns too numerous to men- 
tion now. 

Ten years from date miles of docks 
with ships of every sort and nation- 
ality would be moored right in the 
city’s limita. Think of the saving 
in costs of transporting our produce 
to San Pedro docks, with the extra 
handling necessary. Think of the 
improvement in appearance along the 
whole river's course in place of the 
disgustingly untidy banks and the 
now valueless marsh lands at the lower 
reaches that would be made to blos- 
som like a rose, in a short time. 

There is also a possibility of relief 
from storm waters in torrential rains 
that is of so much annoyance to the 
city fathers. The surface water could 
easily be carried, if led into the ca- 
nal’s channel. Of course nothing but 
rain water could be so diverted with- 
out creating a nuisance.

USINESS SOLID, 
SAYS M’CORMICK. 


GREAT CORPORATION'S CHIEF 
TALKS PROSPERITY. 


Declares War has Brought to this 
Country Really Good Times, 
out Inflation, and Sees Fine 


With- 
Pros- 
pects for the Coming Year, Even 


Really solid prosperity, not a boom 
nor an inflated business condition, is 
gradually enveloping America, accord- 
ing to Cyrus H. McCormick, president 
of the International Harvester Com- 
pany, who with Mrs. McCormick, his 
son, Gordon McCormick, and nephew, 
Woodbury Hammond, arrived at the 
Hotel Green yesterday from Chicago 
after a few days’ sojourn at the Grand 


Canyon. 

In the estimation of the multi-mil- 
Nonaire manufacturer, the war is un- 
doubtedly the greatest cause of this 
condition, since it has brought im- 
mense contracts to idle factories 
throughout the East. This demand 
for American-finished products, he 
contends, is cause for call on raw ma- 
terials throughout the United States, 
increasing railroad and steamer 
freights and bringing a general revival 
of commercial activities. 

Of the changed attitude of the gov- 
ernment toward great corporations, 
designated frequentiy as trusts, Mr. 
McCormick had little to say, admit- 
ting that haps this is one of the 
influences for better business condi- 
tions: He decalred his own factories 
are not furnishing munitions of war 
of any character. 

“Our prospects are good for the 
ensuing year, even in South America, 
where conditions were far more de- 
moralized than in North America.” he 
said. “The sudden suspension of all 
European credits and the practical 
severing of financial! relations were in- 
juriots to the South American coun- 
tries and it has taken time to read- 
just these conditions. The United 
States will be greatly benefited by this 
readjustment.” 

The visit of the McCormick party 
is purely for pleasure. 

“We have come to see the exposi- 
tions, of which we have heard and 
read so-much, and to enjoy these to 
the fullest possible extent,” said 
McCormick. “This is our vacation 
time.” 

Incidentally, the visitors, who have 
been here a number of times, are not 
now traveling in a private car. “We're 
traveling just as simply as possibie,”’ 
said the head of the great corpora- 
tion, which at the San Francisco ex- 
osition has one of the largest indi- 
idual displays of any American con- 
cern.

SEWAGE PURIFTED BY BACTERLA. 


The Seneic 
by a City In Georgia Produces Ex- 
cellent Results. 


[Popular Mechanics:] One of the 
best examples of modern methods 
and equipment for sewage purifica- 
tion is the plant recently built for 
treating the sewage at Atlanta, Ga., 
where the first Imhoff sepic tanks 
ever installed in this country are in 
Service. Beptic tanks of this type, 
though a comparatively recent inven- 
tion, are already in common use in 
the Ems River Valley, and other sec- 
tions of Germany, and are said to 
have proved the best means yet dis- 
covered for the first stage in the bac- 
terial treatment of sewage. The Im- 
hoff tank is simply a modification of 
the ordinary septic tank, which is 
itself an enlarged and improved cess- 
pool. As in the case of the cesspool, 
the process of treating sewage by this 
method depends on the action of bac- 
teria, but in the septic tank this ac- 
tion is carried out rapidly and on 
a large acale. 

“The raw sewage enters the Im- 
hoff tank through a series of inlets 
spaced across the end. It then flows 
slowly through the tank, and the 
liquid is finally discharged through 
outiets at the opposite end which lead 
to the filtering beds. The first bac- 


terial action on the sewage takes place 


during its passage through this tank. 
There is nothing done to bring this 
about or to assist it, the action being 


a natural one exactly like the decom- 


position that takes place in a cess- 
pool. Much of the solid matter con- 
tained In the sewage is decomposed 
before it sinks and is transformed 
into a Maquid, but the heavier parts 
settle through a slot into a compart- 
men below known as the sludge-diges- 
tion chamber. The process does not 
end with this. The deposit of sludge 
is being constantly decomposed and 
transformed into a liquid by the bac- 
teria, so that the accumulation of 
sludge is so slow that the Chamber 
can ordinarily go for months without 
being cleaned out. 


The Fearless Army Mule. 

[The American Boy:] The fact 
that a mule is stubborn may leasen his 
value to the average user—but the sol- 
fer is inclined to value this 
The mule is being rated above the 
horse for actual use under fire on the 
battlefields of Europe and its much 
used by the artillery.

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PATROL CHINO. 
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Incendiaries Ignite Seven 
Fires in a Night. 


Farmer Shoots at Two Men 
Near Haystack. 


Falling Beam Seriously In- 
jures Fire-fighter. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

CHINO, Aug. 2.—Chino was treated 
to a series of seven fires last night 
and early this morning, which re- 
sulted in causing more excitement 
than any event ever caused since 
Chino was a dot on the map of the 
State. The net result in losses foots 
up to about $10,000 with about $2500 
insurance. 

Two incendiaries are being hunted 
over the countryside. They were 
seen by several citizens but the fog 
Was too heavy to permit of identifica- 
tion. One citizen, watching his hay- 
stack, caught the fellows at their ar- 
son acts and fired several shots at 
them, but they escaped. 

From 1 o'clock in the morning un- 
til broad daylight every alley and 
street in and around Chino was pa- 
trolied by armed 
went in various directions, waking 
the farmers and telling them to arm 
themselves and watch their premises. 
From five to fiftem men guarded 
every alley in the business district. 
Several clashes were narrowly averted 
by various citizens approachir& each 
other and each believing the other to 
be the men wanted for arson. 

The first fre was started at 10 
o'clock in a pile of bailed oat hay 
southwest of the depot, containing 
275 tons, the property of the Chino 
Land and Water Company and was 
entirely consumed. 

Before the hay had burned very 
long a second alarm wes turned in 
and the crowd rushed back across 
the railroad tracks and on to D 
street, where O. J. Newman's hay 
barn and horse corral were seen to 
be in flames. The barn contained 
twenty-five tons of hay, twelve sets of 
harness and other property. The 
— object saved was one lone pitch- 
or 


BEWILDERING. 


A third alarm was turned in before 
the hay barn was consumed, by 
somebody who saw a fire spring up 
in the rear of Newman's stable, two 
blocks west of the hay barn. The 
building was dry and the mangers full 
of loose hay and the epread of the 
flames was very rapid. In a few 
minutes the large building was a mass 
of flames. 

The first men to arrive on the 
scene rolied ©. J. Newman's large 
automobile out of the barn, but not 
before the top was A minute 
more and the machine could not 
have been saved. A tallyho, costing 
$1100: a valuable esurry, three top 
buggies and an open buggy were 
burned. Many sets of harness, halters, 
ropes and other accessories, together 
with five tons of hay and several tons 
of grain were destroyed. Newman's 
total loss is approximately $6000, with 
not a cent of insurance. 

During the progress of the fire tn 
the livery stable, F. A. Briggs, while 
trying to save personal property, was 
struck by a falling beam and his back 
was injured and right leg lacerated. 
He is in a serious condition. 

A call was sent to Ontario and Po- 
mona and each town responded by 
sending fire-fighting apparatus. 8. C. 
Lane, driver of the big fire truck, made 
the six-mile run from Pomona in 
fourteen minutes. After arriving the 
Pomona equad did excellent service. 

SCATTER BRANDS. 

After firing the Newman livery 
barn the Incendiaries, of whom there 
were two, went to the northwestern 
part of town and commenced to set 
fires. A pile of hay, belonging to 
Miguel Etchart. who lives on the 
northeast corner of C and Fourth 
streets, was fired. The owner saw 
the blaze and managed to extinguish 
it before much Gamage had been 
done. He then secured his rifle and 
laid down by the stack to await the 
return of the men who set it. They 
came back soon and he shot at them 
but missed. They had set a second 
blaze in the hay before he discovered 
their presence. After shooting at 
them Etchart dropped his rifle and 


put out the fire the second time, while 
the men . 
Squads of officers and citizens were 


patrolling the alleys and outskirts of 
town, Aooking for the incendiaries, 
when/some of them eaw the blaze in 
Ftchart’s hay. Constable Tebo and 
Depaty Wiley Marsh were only a 
blo¢ék away when a stack of ten tons 
of hay was fired on the back of W. 
H. Snyder's’ reaidence iot. They 
rushed to the scene but, owing to the 
heavy fom, could find no trace of the 
men. Snyder's hay was an entire 
loss, making the fifth blaze set. 

From Snyder's the men hastened 
southeast a few blocks and touched a 
match to a pile of baled hay in the 
yard of John Bickmore. Prompt ac- 
tion saved the hay. 

A fire insurance agent wrote three 
insurance policies at daylight this 
morning and has been busy all day. 
Every precaution is being prepared to 
guard the town tonight. It will be 
unhealthy for strangers to prow! 
around Chino until] the excitement dies 
down.

NAVAL TARGET PRACTICE. 


Marksmanship Has Occurred. 

[Basten Transcript:] Skill in gun- 
nery ts a treasured tradition of long, 
standing in the American navy. Criti- 


cisam of the service on this score 
strikes a responsive chord in the 
heart of the people. As an advertiser 
the present Secretary of the Navy 
has no equal in the Cabinet, but his 
abilities in this field have been taxed 
to relleve popular apprehension over 
the charge that the target practice of 
our warships shows a serious deteri- 
oration in marksmanship. Not Con- 
greseman Gardner. a Republican, nor 
Rear-Admiral Fiske, a naval expert 
who lost favor with the Secretary of 
the Navy after telling Congress the 
truth about the navy's shortcomings, 
but no less and distinguished a civil- 
lan obeerver and authority than J. 
Bernard Walker, the editor of the 
Scientific American, makes the edito- 
rial declaration that “the elementary 
practice held last fall was the poor- 
est of any in the five years during 
which the present methods of carry- 
ing out target practice have been in 
use.” Here is testimony that can- 
not be dismissed as in any sense 
prompted by partisanship or pique. It 
corroborates the charges of the Con- 
gresseman and rear-admiral, and fur- 
ther corroboration can be found on 
board every warship of the fleet to- 
day if Congress or the public are de- 
luded by any further doubts. 

Instead of the worst the latest prac- 
tice should have been the best. In- 
creased experience, improved guns and 
better appliances, with an adequate 
personnel, should have resulted in 
higher attainment. Until the present 
naval administration began ite malad- 
ministration the target practice scores 
from year to year showed steady im- 
provement. Mr. Walker does not men- 
tion Mr. Daniela by name, but men- 
tion is not necessary for the reader 
to place the responsibility for what 
he reada. Not only was the elemen- 
tary practice unsatisfactory, but Mr. 
Walker adds that tn the all important 
battle practice last autumn, though 
the nominal record appeared to be 
good, “it should be noted that the 
average range for the ships that took 
part was 7000 yards and some ships 
steamed into 6000 yards.” Now the 
minimum range for several years 
previous had been 9000 yards. Fur- 
thermore, the same observer declares 
that, “the ships steamed parallel to 
the target, with the result that the 
change of range and the difficulty of 
keeping on the target were corres- 
pondingly smalier and the work of 
the gun-pointers was rendered more 
easy.” 

These methods and thelr results 
justify the concern which they have 
aroused among the commanding of- 
ficers of the fleet. These officers will 
doubtless bear out Mr. Walker in his 
statement of the two influences which 
have brought about this condition. 
One is “the shortage of officers and 
the fact that young and inexperienced 
officers have of late years been as- 
signed positions in the turrets which 
formerly were held by officers of 
greater age and longer experience.”

and known as the “Industry and Idle- 
ness” series, Judge Trippet vesterday 
dismissed the bill. This will have 
the effect of lodging ownership of 
the works of art in Mr. Clark. 

It was alleged by the trustee in 
bankruptcy that on March 28, 1912, 
Mr. Clark entered into a contract with 
the Tomlinson-Humes concern for the 
sale of the pictures, and that later 
on Tomlinson-Humes exercised the 
option and purchased the pictures of 
Thomas Myers. It was also asserted 
that in trying to negotiate the sale of 


casti the pictures, the bankrupts had ex- 


pended about $30,000. It was a part 
of the bill that in endeavoring to sel! 
the pictures they had been placed in 
the home of William A. Clark, in New 
York City, for the purpose of inspec- 
tion. and it was charged that on Sep- 
tember 11, 1913, Eli P. Clark pre- 
sented a fraudulent and forged or- 
der, directing William <A. Clark to 
deliver the pictures to him in Los 
Angeles. 

E. P. Clark claimed that he had 
acquired the right and title to the 
pictures by virtue of a bill of sale 
from Thomas and Beatrice Myers 
to the Tomlinson-Humes Company, 
followed by a bill of sale from the 
latter firm to E. P. Clark, and that 
the bills of sale were delivered simul- 
taneously. He alleged that he did 
not know why the pictures were de- 
livered to him, that he was not pres- 
ent when they were delivered. and 
that he did not know how Tomlinson- 
Humes, Inc, got possession of the 
works of art. 

In deciding the case in favor of Mr. 
Clark, Judge Trippet read decisions 
on the points involved from many 
volumes of the law. He said it was 
the contention of the trustee In bank- 
ruptey that the paintings ought to 
be turned over to him and that, if 
the owner desired them, it would be 
necessary to go into court and litigate. 
It was admitted that the only right 
of the bankrupt firm to the pictures 
Was a contract of agency. and that 
contract gave the trustee the right of 
possession of the property of the bank- 
rupt. In the opinion of the court the 
action of the firm in going into bank- 
ruptcy did away with the contract of 
agency. With that contract annulled 
the owner of the property had the 
right to take on of it. Judge 
Trippet said he doubted very’ much 
whether the bankrupt ever had lega! 
possession of the pictures, or any in- 
terest In them. 

With this foundation for an opinion, 
the court fortified his view with ex- 
tensive quotation of authorities. It 
is understood the case will be ap- 
pealed. The pictures are sald to be 
very valuable, and have been quoted 
at not less than $260,000. In the 
view of art connotsseurs, they are 
among the rarest works of art in this 
country. 


THE OLDEST SINGER. 

Pioneer in Gross-Amerikaniacher 

Saengerband, Here, Says We Have 

Made an Excellent Showing. 

The oldest member of a German 
singing society in America, and by that 
token perhaps the one best qualified 
to speak with authority on the saen- 
gerfest just concluded by the Gross- 
Pacific Saengerbund, is Henry Spitz- 


sd ley, a guest from Detroit. 


Herr Spitziey, now 86 years old, is 
honorary president of all the German 
singing societies in this country, or- 
ganized under the general name of the 
Gross-Amerikanischer Saengerbund. 
By profession he is a building con- 
tractor and has to his credit ten of the 
biggest churches in Detroit, seventeen 
of her schools and eight fire houses. 
He was born in Coblenz, in the Rhine 
district, which has produced many 
famous singers, and came to Detroit 
in 1848. He has been a member of 
the Harmonie Club of that city since 
1861. It now has over 700 members. 

“The saengerfest which the Coast 
singers have just concluded has been 
a highly-creditable one,” said Herr 
Spitzley yesterday. “You have not, of 
course, as many Germans—hence as 
many singers—as some of our eastern 
communities, but, considering the 
number, the showing has been a re- 
markable one. I have enjoyed it im- 
mensely.” 

Herr Spitzliey, who has himself 
fourteen grandchildren and seven 
great-grandchildren, is a strong ad- 
vocate of music, particularly patriotic 
music, in the schools. He says that, 
in his judgment, there are few factors 
which so directly make for stability 
of character as a love for good music, 


GERMANY TO TAKE

BIG SHIPOWNER. 


FACILITIES GREAT AS THOSE OF 
ANY PACIFIC PORT. 


Japanese Capitalist Tours Water- 
front with Party of Officials and 
His Countrymen Who Live Here. 
- Need for Immigration Station 
Brought Out. 


Facilities for handling commerce 
through this port are fully equal to 
those of any port on the Pacific Coast, 
according to Soichiro Asano, the Japa- 


nese steamship magnate and capital- 
ist, who visited the harbor yesterday, 
accompanied by a party of city of- 
ficials and Japanese residents. 

Mr. Asano took a lively interest In 
what he saw and asked many ques- 
tions concerning the wharves and 
other facilities for handling freight. 
He visited the harbor here nineteen 
years ago and was astonshed yester- 
day at the development since that 
time, particularly in the outer har- 
bor, where a berth has just been se- 
lected for the big steamers of the 
South American line of his company, 
the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, the largest of 
the Japanese concerns, 

The next arrival of the line will 
be the Kiyo Maru, which salled from 
Yokohoma July 24, and will reach 
Honolulu Saturday. The steamer will 
tle up at the dock of the Outer Har- 
bor Dock and Wharf Company, which 
has been delected as a permanent 
berth by the line because of its splen- 
did terminal facilities for the class of 
freight handled at this port. 

The Asano party went to the har- 
bor by automobile and first inspected 
the city docks in the inner harbor, 
where the American-Hawalian steam- 
ers berth, and then visited the wharves 
of the Southern Pacific, which the
